Important Statement of the Recent

S8chool Fracas.

The following communication was|
filed In thie oMce last evening by iis
author and ls published at his request
and with the knowledge of his very
definite Interest In the matter as a
citizen and as an oMefal:

“Astoria, Ore., Dec, 6, 1608,
“To the Editor:

“T notice In Wednesday morning's 18-
sue of the “Astorlan” you report the
mesting of the #chool board and an-
nounce that Superintendent Clarke of
the city schools pecommended the sus-
pension of Thomas Andrich and Law-
rence Upshur of the Olney school,

“The principle of Olney school Is one
J. W. Kester, against whom so much
objectlon has been made by the par-
ents of children In the communities
where he has taught. To me, as dep-
uty prosecuting attorney, have come
numerous person®  with  complaint
againat this same Kester, on account
of his severesness In punlshing the
pupils for trifling transgressions of
the rules. All persons with complalnts
T referred to the school board,

“Soveral dayve ago I waa called to
the fjustice court to prosecuts n hoy
by the name of Thomas Andrich. The
complaining witness was one J, W,
Kenster, alloging that Thomas had as-
saulted and beat hlm, The testimony
addopced at the ftrial showed that
Thomas Andrich and Tawrence TIp-
ghur, while marching up the stalrs at
the commencement of the afternoon
nension of school, whispered to one
another on the stalrs, at which “gross”
violatlon of n rule of the sohonl, Ken-
ter rushed up, grabbed Thomas by
the collar and threw him down the
stalrs, Thomas striking several glrls
In his fall and plling them all up on
the floor at the bhottom, But that
war not all.  While Thomas was
down, Kester sprang after him and
placed his foot on Thomas's cheat, re-
fusing to remove It when requested,

sentiments.”
“President Roosevelt [n hlg message
to Congress say that our cohlldren
must be educated and kept out of fae-
tories and work-houses. Laws are
passed compelling parents to  send
their children ta school. Puarents are
anxlous to hauve thelr children In
school. But here v & case whore n
principal makes an ungentlemnnly,
unmannerty and unnecessary nasault
upon a boy for a very allght infrac-
tion of a rule, and to uphold the
teacher in such econduct and deprive
a boy of the opportunity to nequire
an education In, In my opinlon, 0 mis-
carriage of justice and a wrong, nay,
a erime committed for the purpone
of upholding n teacher In enforelng
unneceasary rules In n hursh and un-
principled manner.
“Whal I to become of thess two
boya If they are refused admission Inta
the school? The School Board should
look to the iInterest of the childpen
(and I have no doubt but what they
will) and not to that of the teacher,
because he i o man and should know
better, while the boys—ara hays,
